fact until recently, male. birds were 
also sold at $1 ¢ach and eggs for 
hatching at $3.50 for 50 eggs and $6 
for 100. This price was so low that 
most of the orders called for 100 
eggs and were used to fill incubators. 
As the object of the work was to 
assist poultry men in securing foun- 
dation stock, it was found necessary 
to reduce the limit to 50 eggs per 
person. For several years fol owing, 
eges were sold at $1 per ‘setting of 
13 eggs, three settings for $2.50 and 
$3 for 50 eggs.
